tioub;'(C ) religious opinion is m oving with 
increasing speed along a track which it will 
never retrace and toward issues infinitely 
m om entous. 
F ortunately for the present 
generation of Am ericans and Englishm en 
Mr. 
F roude 
prophesies th at 
they 
w ill 
pass away before the inw ard change wiU 
show itself in m arked external sym ptom s 
and that at present none of those sym ptom s 
are apparent. 
And yet we doubt not Mr. 
F roude w rites lugubriously for E nglish and

Wo huvo a few com m ents to m ake on 
those propositions severally, believing th at 
they fairly represent the ten o r of the entire 
article of the em inent w riter nam ed.

T here is a m arked d istin ctio n be­ 
tween the two, as a little reflection w ill 
convince any tho u g h tfu l person, 
lieligiou 
itself is a question ot fdat rath er than of 
opinion. 
The outw ard tornu| of religion 
may change and th e opinions concerning 
them vary, w hile the tacts which b in d re­ 
ligion to the hum an so u l or th e soul to 
Cloif rem ain intact. 
R eligions opinions 
m ay trem ble w ithout placing religion itself 
in a critical position. T h e statem ent is rather 
vague, too, in its ap plication to the world. 
He does not tell u s w hether he m eans the 
C hristian religion o r the religions of the 
w orld th at are th u s critically placed. 
We 
assum e, however, th at the form er is m eant, 
an d theretore ad m it th at while religious 
opinion is in a critical position religion it­ 
self is as firm und unshaken as a rock. 
Mr. F roude’s second proposition is a half 
tru th only. 
Theologians no longer speak 
w ith th e an th o rity ol the fathers or the 
apostles, b u t they speak, nevertheless, w ith 
au th o rity w ithin th eir respective ranges of 
thought, so lor as th eir utterances ure con­ 
sisten t w ith the common sense and comm on 
sentim ent of the masses. 
And hero it is 
sater to tru st the average sch o larsh ip of the 
ago on theological an d doctrinal questions 
than the extrem e opinions of a few em inent 
m en. 
T ake, for exam ple, th e recent u tte r­ 
ances of Canon F arrar and Mr. Beycher ou 
future punishm out. 
T he average scholar­ 
sh ip of E ngland an d A tperica has strongly 
condem ned an d effectually disproved both. 
A nd, indeed, these two em inent preachers 
have publicly and to a great extent modified 
th eir first statem ents of th is doctrine. 
In 
the ancient sense of th e term we have very 
lew theologians am ong us to-day. Religious 
literatu re is read more or less by nine-tenths 
of the E nglish-speaking population of the 
globe, and all the cardinal doctrines of the 
B ible are know n and understooil now be­ 
fore the theologian appears in the comm u­ 
nity. 
T he secular and religious press often 
precede the jireacher, so th at there i« no 
reason now, as th ere was in the olden tim e, 
th at theologians should speak w ith au th o r­ 
ity, linless it be w ith that of a “ T hus soith 
th e L o rd .” 
T his kind of au th o rity is as 
nuedtul now as ever—indeed, wo believe 
m ore th an ever. 
Wo should like to have orthodoxy defined 
•before we defend it. 
If Mr, F roude or any 
one else th in k s 'th a t t^e “ religious opiu- | 
ions” w hich he refers to are synonym ous j 
w ith orthodoxy he and they are m istaken. 
We judge from his th ird and fourth propo­ 
sitions thut he includes iu “orthodoxy” the 
old opinion that the world was m ade in six 
literal days of tw enty-four hours each, that, 
as the R ichm ond, 
V il , astronom er, Jasper, 
declares, th e “ sun do m ove” and the earth 
stan d s still, and other opinions w hich both 
religion and science have long ago out­ 
grown.

How w ould N orth G erm any hove dealt 
w ith any m inor G erm an S tate which, at the 
m om ent of the g reat w ar of 1870—or at any 
o ther im p o rtan t crisis in th e creation of the 
m ilitary u n ity of th e G erm an people—had 
capered over its exclusive rights in a way 
to en d an g er th e g reat resu lt, or to encour­ 
age a com m on enem y w ith the hopes th at 
m ight resu lt Irom such a p p a r e n t division'/ 
All who have observed the resolute p u r­ 
pose and directness 
w ith w hich 
every 
step th at led to the creation ot the G erm an 
Em pire was taken will com prehend how 
prom ptly and en tirely th a t sp irit would 
have been stam ped ou t; and tho world 
would'huve regarded the resu lt w ith com­ 
placency, because there can be no doubt 
th at n great assertion of the existence and 
power of the G erm an people is to be a 
perm anent advantage to E urope, and if 
the 
fact 
was 
good 
and 
desirable, 
whatever 
act 
was 
necessary 
for 
its 
realization was also good an d desirable. In 
the conflict for th e em ancipation from Mos­ 
lem ru le of th e C h ristian people of South­ 
eastern E urope R oum ania assum es tow ard 
the head of th is g reat m ovem ent ju st suoli 
an attitu d e as B aden or W ürtem berg w ould 
have assum ed tow ard P ru ssia if either of 
those S tates had th reaten ed to resist the pas­ 
sage of G erm an troops over th eir soil u n til 
some m inor q u arrel w ith P russia had been 
adjusted. 
R oum ania has threatened this re­ 
sistance, and has fairly earned the rig h t to 
be stam ped out as an in d ep en d en t Pow er. 
In addition to its th reat its sovereign now 
swells him self u p lik e the bullfrog th at 
th o u g h t he was a h ull and says:— “ The 
R oum anian arm y m ay be u tterly crushed, 
b u t so long as I live it shall not be dis­ 
arm ed.” 
All th is is because R ussia pro- 
poses to resum e h er sovereign rights over 
a piece of territo ry of w hich she was 
despoiled in consequence of the Crim ean 
w a r - a piece of territo ry th at R oum ania 
should 
have y ielded w ith alacrity ond 
good grace. 
R oum ania owes its existence' 
as a separate S tate to R ussia, whose pro­ 
tectorate, exercised w hile the principalities 
were otherw ise integral ports of T urkey, 
protected 
th eir 
people 
from

A lter a m om ent’s pause th e 
trigger was pressed and the wom an w ith tho 
apple on her head fell w ith a b u lle t in her 
brain upon the stage.
